The invention described in claim 4 and the inventions described in claims 
5 and 6 citing claim 4 relate to a bush installation structure in which an elastic 
bush is installed on a frame by using a bracket, where the special technical 
feature of the bush installation structure is a bracket having bracket plate sections 
and fold back sections folded back from the bracket plate sections.

The inventions of claims 1-3 do not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on document 1 and document 2 cited in the ISR. Document 1, Fig. 2 and the related 
paragraphs 0025-0029 describe a subframe for a vehicle having a bracket below a 
tubular lateral member (front cross-member 2F). Document 2 describes a lateral 
member provided with a recess continuously dented across in the longitudinal 
direction in which a shock absorption member can catch. This examination finds that 
making the bracket in document 1 according to the recess of document 2 is not 
particularly difficult. 

The inventions of claims 4 and 6 do not appear to involve an inventive step 
based on document 1 and document 2 cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes a bush 
installation structure wherein an elastic bush (illustration not provided) is installed on 
a frame by using a bracket. This examination finds that making the bracket in 
document 1 from the bracket plate section and a fold-back section folded back from 
the bracket plate section described in document 2 is not particularly difficult. 

The invention of claim 5 does not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on documents 1 and 2 as well as document 3 cited in the ISR. Document 3 describes 
that a set space section exists between a bracket plate section and a fold-back section.
